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A STRICKEN TOWN. 


Waterford, Wisconsin, Ravaged by a 
Strange Epidemic of Virulent Typhoid 
Type. 

MILWAUKERF, Wis., July 12.—Advices 
received late last night from Waterford, 
a hamiet of five hundred people in Racine 
County, just beyond the border of Mil- 
waukce County, are that the strange dis- 
ease which made its appearance there a 
few days ago is spreading. Two deaths 
have occurred and six: others are expectec 
momentarily. Forty people have bee 
stricken with a virulent form and many 
others with a milder phase of the malady. 
The people are terror stricken and the 
village is being rapidly deserted. The 
stores are barred, the schools closed and 











_ surrounding towns have virtually qaaran- 


tined the place. The State Board of 
Health yesterday made an investigation 
and found the malady to be a species of 
violent typhoid fever. Its attack pro- 
duces delirium. It was introduced 
into the village by a Milwaukee 
laborer named Huening, who went there 
sick. Receptacles used by him were 
washed ata well where eighty children 
attending the Catholic parochial school 
are wont to drink, and contaminated the 
water. Many of these children are down 
with the disease It is reported that the 
epidemic has spread to the neighboring 
town of Rochester,

2 per cent.; Germans and Swiss, 2 per 
cent.; all others, 6 per cent. These 
figures will indicate what changes are 
to be wrought before English becomes 
the language of the country. The 
largest and most powerful Yinglish 
colony of the world is in this city of 
Buenos Ayres. It does much of the 
business, and publishes two daily news- 
papers, with an aggregate circulation 
of less than 3,000. On our journey to 
Paraguay we found not one person able 
to speak English, though our steamer 
was crowded with shifting passengers. 
Two lads returning to college in Corri- 
entes said they had studied English 
three years. hen we asked them 
what they had read in English they re- 
plied, after considerable choking and 
twisting of the throat: ‘Check Spec,”’ 
by which they meant Shakespeare. 
That was the only English they could 
speak, and they were unable to under- 
stand a single word. The little 
Spanish community in New York, 
with its Spanish paper, will make 
North America Spanish as soon as the 
English community here will make 
South America English. 

Reckoning the children born in Ar- 
gentina as natives—and there is no 
reason for not so reckoning them— 
there are 17 per cent. of foreigners in 
the population, as compared with 1: 
per cent. in the United States, 8 per 
cent. in Switzerland, 3 per cent. in 
Brazil, 2 per cent. in Chili and France. 
and 1 per centin England. Immigra- 
tion is rapidly increasing. In 1860 
there arrived 5,656 immigrants; in 
1865, 11,767; in 1870. 39,667; in 1875, 
42,066; in 1880, 41,618; in 1883, 63,200: 
in 1884, 71,400; in 1885 the returns, not 
yet published, are expected to reach 
100,000. These immigrants taken to- 
gether for ten years show Italians, 70 

r cent.; Spaniards, 10 per cent.; 

rench, 10 per cent.; German and 
Swiss 4 per cent.; English 2 per cent.; 
others 4 per cent. Among the for- 
eigners the birth-rate is higher and the 
death-rate less than among the natives. 
These facts indicate a tendency toward 
a change in the character of the people 
of this country.—Bishop Fowler, in

Not being a factor in the pa- 
rental authority, she is accustomed to 
hear that there is a better offer for her 
than the one her father first accepted. 
‘‘Antelope Jim”’ has offered four more 
eows than ‘‘Half-a-Crown John.’’ But 
as a general thing the old man keeps 
his word, and the original price is 
strictly adhered to. hen the last 
cow is paid up, the contract is ready to 
be fulfilled. You couldn’t get any one in 
Frisco to buy a piano or sewing ma- 
chine on such an ‘installment plan.”’ 
But the Zulu arrangement may be an 


improvement. I knewa man in Peta- 
luma some years ago who bought a 


horse for which he was to pay in six 
equal payments and one year’s time. 
In six months the animal got blind of 
one eye, his hoofs cracked, the botts 
paid a friendly visit and ‘came to 
stay.’’ Beforenine months had passed 
the horse was turned out to die, and 
my friend Brown“ paid his last install- 
ments on a ‘‘dead horse.’? I thought 
of Brown’s purchase, but he had the ben- 
efitof possession, while the Kaffir must 
pay up all arrearages before he can 
claim his property. 

When the last cow is paid up a grand 
pow-wow is in order. One of the ani- 
mals is killed, or an equivalent number 
of goats. The girls are all engaged in 
making Kaflir beer or stringing up new 
beads, and polishing up their brass- 
wire jewelry. The bride, with her 
father, meets the groom and his friends 
at the entrance to the kraal, where all 
shake hands, and every thing goes on 
as ‘‘merry as a marriage bell.”’ 

Some of your lady readers may wish 
to know how the bride is dressed. 
Well, to commence with, her hair or 
rather wool, is done up in little ridges 
running from one ear to the other 
across the head until it reaches the top 
of the skull, then it changes its course 
and goes up and down to the neck be- 
hind the ears. The hair is stiffened 
with red clay, mixed with palm oil or 
grease, which has a curious Ps aR 
being blood-red. For a bridal robe the 
lady has a coat of oi] or grease rubbed 
all over her body, which makés it shine 
like a piece of polished marble. Her 
fingers are adorned with brass-wire 
rings, on ‘her waist several rows of 
brass bangles, on her ankles iron rings, 
and she wears 2 nice little apron made 
of colored beads, about six inches 
square, fastened by a few strings of 
large green or yellow beads. 

he bridegroom is dressed, or rather 
stripped, in the usual way. Sometimes 
a blanket or tiger’s skin is thrown over 
his right shoulder, and this completes 
his wedding costume. After a big 
dinner of roast meat, corn-meal, mush 
and milk and Kaffir beer, the night is 
spent in dancing, and the young 
couple take their departure at sunrise 
next morning to the sound of Kaflir 
drum and the blowing of horns. The 
father and mother kiss the daughter, 
and with a parting ‘‘Cai muschela”’ (be 
good), and another injunction, 
‘‘Hamba ganuchela” (gos!ow), they go 
on their way to raise cattle and corn.

Hasthe Moon anything to 
with the Rain.

Sir:—In reply to your letter of the 2nd 
inst , requesting to be intormed “‘if the 
moon has anything to do with the rain,” > 
I have the honor to refer you toan in: 
vestigation of the subject made by Prof. 
Elias Loomis of Yale College, published 
in the Proceedings of the American As: 
sociation for the advancement of Science, 
Vol. 7, 1853, p, 80, and Vol. 17, 1868, pp. 
118-122. These articles summarize the 
results of similar European studies and 
contain his own conclusions obtained 
from a study of the Greenwich observa- 
tions. Loomis concludes that a cloudi- 
ness is greatest about the time of last 
quarter. But others maintain that his 
tigures d> not justify so positive a state- 
ment. French and,English Meteorolo- 
gists have more recently made contribu~ 
tions to this disputed question, but have 
not arrived at harmonious conclusions as 
to the reality of a lunar influence. 

It seems to be admitted however, that 
the moon’s heat cannot produce the 
phenomena in question, M. Faye shows 
that if the moon’s reflected heat is in the, 
same proportion asthe reflected light, 
such heat cannot produce a change of 
temperature of a thousandth of a degree 
Fahrenheit. Lord Ross’ experiments in- 
dicate that the total heat radiated and 
reflected is nearly ten times the amount 
of light reflected, but even with this 
amount the effect must still be insensi- 
ble. 

Finally, Langley has more recently 
shown that the heat received from the 
moon is indefinitely small. This heat 
cannot therefore dissipate the clouds and 
whether the§ phenomena claimed by 
Loomis and others are real relations or 
phantoms, is still a disputed question. 

The influence of the moon, if any, is 
almost inappreciable in the average of 
many years observations and can have 
no bearing on any question of évery day 
life.

in the responsibility of the General 
Government large numbers of the 
freedmen of the country have been 
subj: cted to serious pecuniary loss, 
which Joss resulted solely from their 
faith in and reliance upon the Gere- 
ral Government : Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress axsem- 
bled, That the Secretury of the Treas- 
ary be, and he is hereby, directed to
